Oil exports from Iran were 
suspended last week. Unlike Iraq, 


Iran has no pipeline network to the 
Mediterranean and relies on mov- 
ing fta oil by tanker down the Gulf. 

OU industry officials have 
described Iran's exports of around 
900,000 barrels per day (BPD) of 
crude oil and refined products as 
unimportant In the world balance of 
oil supply and demand. 

But they said a prolonged loss of 
Iraqi exports, which had been run- 
ning at 2.8 million BPD, would be 
more Berlous and could create a 
tight market this winter leading to 
a rise In prices. 

Turkish energy minister Blngol 
said repair work had begun, on the 
blast-damaged pipeline In Turkey 
and the oil flow would be resumed 
soon. 

The 1,000 kilometre link across 
Turkey has been blown up more 
than five times since it opened, 
always In the area where yester- 
day's blast occurred. 

This is in the wild mountainous 
heartland of the territory Inhabited 
by ethnic Kurds straddling the fron- 
tiers of Turkey, Syria and Iraq.

Karl-Helnz Hoffmann, leader of 
the "Martial Arts Group,” has been' 
sentenced ln the past for Illegal 
weapons possession. His gang, 
made up of young fanatics, has con- 
ducted "military exercises." 

A spokesman for the Munich- 
baaed Quick news magazine- sold 
late yesterday that one of the dead 
was neo-Nazi Gundolf Koehler, a 
2i-year-old geology student and 
member of the Hoffmann gang. 

Quick quoted police explosive ex- 
perts as saying that Koehler, known 
to have experimented with ex- 
plosives in his hpme town of 
Donaueachlngen, made a mistake 
In handling the bomb which lead to 
his own death In' the blast. (AP,

At least 30 of the government's 
own supporters deserted it in the 
secret vote, which, came only 10 
minutes after It had won a con- 
fidence motion for which voting was 
in the open.

were ruled to be too late to vote.

Shamir hits French, Italian 
policies toward Iraq, PLO

WASHINGTON. — Visiting Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir has lash- 
ed into French Foreign Minister 
Jean Francols-Poncet for going 
ahead with France’s controversial 
sale of enriched uranium and other 
nuclear related technology to Iraq. 

Shamir was described by his 
aides as equally as forceful in rejec- 
ting proposed Italian sales of 


military equipment and other 
sophisticated technology to Iraq 
during a session with Italian 
Foreign Minister Emilio Colombo. 

Shamir and the other foreign 
ministers are ln New York atten- 
ding the opening session of the UN 
General Assembly. 

According to Israeli officials,

Police call Abuhatzeira for 
questioning next Sunday

TEL AVIV. — Police have asked 
Religious Affairs Minister Aharon 
Abuhatzeira to meet with them next 
'Sunday to answer questions per- 
taining to alleged corruption in his 
ministry. 

"We’ve decided to make the re- 
quest official," said pollae 
Investigations Division head Nltzav 
Yehezkel Kartl In a radio Interview 
on Friday. 

"It doesn't matter whether you 
call it an interrogation or a conver- 
sation, the purpose Is to allow him 
to give his own version pertaining 
to matters related to him." Kartl 
said. 

"I can't Imagine that the minister 
will refuse to answer questions," 
said the policeman. "I base my con- 
tention on his public statements, in 
which he said he. is ready to explain 
anything that might be asked of 

him . 1 * 

If Abuhatzeira does not agree to 
be questioned by police, the In- 
vestigation’s findings will be 
transferred to the attorney- 
general's office. Kartl said. An 
appeal to the Knesset to lift 
Abuhatzeira* s parliamentary im- 
munity to questioning could then 
result.

The police request followed week- 
long deliberations between 
Abuhatzeira and hie lawyers over 
whether the minister would agree 
to Attorney-General Yitzhak 
Zamir’s request that he meet with 
investigators. 

The minister’s lawyers. Shlomo 
Tusaia-Cohen and Ram Caspl, met 
with Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin and Interior Minister Yosef 
Burg on Wednesday to brief them 
on their client’s stand ln the matter. 

But police were reportedly 
angered by what they viewed as 
Abuhatzeira’ a delaying tactics and 
his attempt to set preconditions for 
talking to them. 

While Kartl dismissed this report 
as a "rumour," he nonetheless 
said: "There has never been a 
precedent... ln which a man under 
police interrogation dictates who 
will question him. It can be un- 
derstood that It 1s not our Intention 
to pick the minister’s interrogators 
according to (his) choice." 

Abuhatzeira ’s lawyers could not 
be reached for comment last night 
on the police request. They are 
scheduled to meet today with Zamir 
In what observers view as a final 
attempt to lay down ground rules 
for the interrogation.

One-time levy 
on top-level 
income group

Persons whose gross earn- 
ings ln Che 1B79/8Q financial 
year were 1 over 1832,000 will 
have to pay an extra 7-10 per 
cent on last year’s Income tax, 
the government decided on 
Friday. 

The one-time levy Increases last 
year's income tax and doeB not 
affect taxes this year though it will 
be paid in instalments with this 
year's tax bill over the coming 
months. 

The proposal for the one-time 
levy was raised hy Housing 
Minister David Levy, endorsed by 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
and adopted unanimously by the 
cabinet. Many of the ministers did 
not apparently understand what it 
would entail since Begin explained 
that it would apply to persons who 
earn 136,000 to 138,000 a month this 
year. Treasury experts told the 
ministers It would be levied accor- 
ding to last year's tax assessments, 
since these have been finalized and 
cannot be altered to avoid paying 
the levy. Several ministers did not 
apparently understand that it 
would be levied from last year's 
earning and not those of the current 
financial year. 

Uriel Lynn, head of the State 
Revenue Administration, has 
suggested that the levy be based on 


the earnings of the previous two 
years, or even more. This is one of 
the subjects that will be considered 
by the economic cabinet which 
meets this week, with Industry and 
Trade Minister Gideon Patt In the 
chair, to work out the details of the 
cabinet decision. (Finance Minister 
Yigael Hurvitz leaves this morning 
for the U.S. to take part in a 
meeting of the International 
Monetary Fund.) 

According to the Treasury es- 
timates. the top 10 per cent of wage 
earners, and top 30 per cent of self- 
employed persons will have to pay 
the levy. 

The Treasury expects ISTOOb. ln 
extra revenue from the income tax 
levy. The money will be used to 
create a special reserve In tbe 
budget which will cover shortfalls 
in the government’s welfare ser- 
vices. It will also help cover further 
cuts in the welfare, housing and 
education budgets. 

The cabinet decided to impose the 
levy in a meeting devoted to endor- 
sing the current fiscal year's revis- 
ed supplementary budget. Before 
Levy raised his proposal severed 
ministers objected to the curtailed . 
budgets the revised budget imposed 
on their ministries. The 3-4 percent 
cuts would affect all ministry ex- 
penditure except salaries.

Treasury cancels tax breaks 
to cover shortfall in revenue

The cabinet decided on Friday to 
cancel several tax exemptions and 
benefits ln order to fill the gap In 
tax revenue caused by this year's 
economic slowdown. 

During this fiscal year the tax 
authorities found that revenue was 
less than predicted in the budget, 
mainly because the economic slow- 
down decreased Imports and other 
heavily taxed economic activities. 
The revised budget approved by the 
cabinet on Friday chose to remedy 
this situation by cancelling 13830m. 
worth of exemptions and benefits — 
some of which had been Instituted 
many years ago. 

Tourists will no longer be ex- 
empted from paying Value Added 
Tax under the new regulation. Tax 
on dividends from non-tradable 
shares was raised from 3S to 10 per 
cent so that the extra 10 per cent 
paid by the owners of such shares at 
the end of the fiscal year will be 
paid at once. 

Several expenses incurred by 
non-profit organizations will now be 
taxed by 100 per cent Instead of 50 
per cent. Expenses such as travel 
abroad by employees of non-profit 
organizations, travel expenses In 
Israel and abroad and car 
allowances of employees will now 


be taxed by 100 per cent. The 
Treasury wants to make these 
organizations stop wasting money, 
and tax them at the same rate 
levied from companies. 

Other exemptions and benefits 
cancelled are: 

• Presents and discounts given by 
an employer to workers will no 
longer be exempted from tax ex- 
cept in Industry, agriculture and 
the tourism business. The exemp- 
tion on tax for employees meals has 
not been cancelled. 

• The 3 per cent discount ln com- 
pany tax enjoyed by the country’s 
500 agricultural cooperatives has 
been cancelled. 

• A similar discount given to 
agricultural marketing boards has 
also been cancelled. 

• In family-owned companies the 
taxed person must be the owner of 
the largest number of shares. This 
Is meant to stop families with a 
member with an exemption from 
tax for reasons such as a disability 
from avoiding tax. 

• The fine for delays in paying in- 
come tax has been raised to l per 
cent per week Instead of 1.5 per cent 
every two weeks. This expense is 
not recognized as tax-deductible by 
the Income Tax authorities. 

• The interest on delayed tax

defended the French nuclear sale, 
arguing that the accompanying 
safeguards were adequate. Shamir 
rejected that contention. 

The Israeli officials said Shamir 
had made the point that Iraqi Presi- 
de n t Saddam Hussein was 
“irresponsible," and that his 
“totalitarian" regime sought 
regional supremacy. The foreign 
minister, during his more than one- 
hour session with Francois-Poncet, 
said Hussein had visions of trying to 
emulate the late Egyptian presi- 
dent Gamal Abdul Nasser. 

But Francois-Poncet stood firm 
In rejecting the Israeli concerns. 

. The French sale to Iraq — coupl- 
ed with France's continuing over- 
tures to the PLO — seems to have 
brought Fr&nco-Iaraeli relations to 
an all-time low. 

Both Francois-Poncet and Colom- 
bo strongly defended the recent 
European initiative toward the FIX). 
They reportedly urged Israel to 
deal with the PLO. Shamir replied 
that such a step would lead to 
"national suicide." 

Shamir also met on Thursday 
with the foreign ministers from 
Venezuela, Uruguay, Peru, Burma 
and Lesotho. 

The Venezuelan foreign minister 
expressed hope that his 
government's recent decision to 
move its embassy from Jerusalem 
to Tel Aviv would not seriously dis- 
rupt relations with Israel. 

In warm terms, the Burmese 
foreign minister pledged his 
government's everlasting hope for 
friendly ties with Israel, according 
to Israeli officials. 

Shamir Is scheduled to address 
the General Assembly tomorrow. 
Before returning to Israel on Tues- 
day, he is also due to meet with the 
prestigious Council on Foreign 
Relations in New York, a non- 
governmental group.

TEL AVIV. — Zvi Gur, self- 
confcsscd kidnapper and murderer 
of nine-year-old Oron Yarden, now 
says an accomplice killed the boy 

In a meeting with relatives who 
visited him on Friday at Ramie 
Prison. Gur said that while he still 
admits to the kidnapping of Oron, 
he did not have any part In the boy’s 
murder. 

Gur told them he has an alibi -that 
will prove he is telling the truth. 

Meanwhile, a court hearing is set 
for tomorrow to appoint a new 
lawyer to defend Gur. His previous 
court-appointed lawyer, Eliezer 
Mai chi. has said he will resign from 
the case as a result of the new cir- 
cumstances’. 

Male hi met with his client on Fri- 
day. after Gut's relatives contacted 
him' Mai chi said he Informed Gur 
of the legal implications arising out 
of the changed testimony, but that 
his client refused to heed his ad- 
vice. 

"A serious difference has arisen 
between my client and myself," 
M&lchi wrote in a letter to the court. 
"It is to his benefit that I be reliev- 
ed of my duties." 

Oron Yarden was kidnapped 
from a Savyon playground in June. 
After an extensive manhunt, the 
boy's body was found burled near 
Netanya weeks later. 

Police arrested Gur, who at a 
preliminary hearing admitted to 
having kidnapped and strangled 
Oron. 


Cellmates link 
double murder 
to Brinks theft

TEL AVIV. — Former cell mates of 
Amos Orion and Azar Cohen have 
linked the pair's double murder on 
July 23 to the 1971 Brinks robbery- 
slaying, Informed police sources 
said yesterday. 

In a radio interview on Friday, 
police Investigations Division chief 
Nitz&v Yehezkel Carti said he has 
no doubt that the murder of Orion 
and Cohen Is "closely connected" to 
the Brinks affair. 

The Orion-Cohen Inquiry is in its 
final stages, he said. 

Tuvla Oahri and two other 
suspects are In police custody, on 
suspicion of having murdered Orion 
and Cohen in the office of the Bar- 
Bakar meat plant In Holon. A key 
suspect, Rahamlm Aharoni, 
Oshrt’s partner in the plant and 
allegedly a fellow member of the 
Kerem underworld group, is still in 
hiding In Portugal. 

Informed sources said Orion, who 
was convicted of the murder of 
Brinks guard Dov Livtieh 10 years 
ago. told cellmates that Oshri and 
Aharoni had planned the robbery. 


Paris Jew detained 
for ‘Nazi’ arson 


PARIS (JTA). — A young Jew has 
been detained here on a charge of 
committing arson on bis shop, and 
police say tbat he scrawled a 
swastika on a wall in order to 
create the Impression that the fire 
was set by neo-Nazis. 

Police also claim that Eric Levy, 
19, planned to use the insurance 
payments to cover his business 
losses.

Soldier arrested in 
car bombing case 


TEL AVTV (IUm). — A 20-year-old 
soldier from Jaffa was arrested on 
Friday at his home on suspicion of 
selling IDF hand grenades to the 
perpetrators of the recent wave of 
car bombings here. 

The suspect will be brought 
before a magistrate today for a re- 
mand hearing, police said. Police 
added that more arrests are ex- 
pected in the case. 

The arrest, carried out with the 
support of the military police in 
vestlgative branch, followed heavy 
interrogation of the suspects 
arrested in connection with the car 
bombings, police said. 

During searches of the bombing 
suspects’ houses and other places, 
police uncovered 16 hand grenades 
of the type used by the Israel 
Defence Forces, a Kalashnikov ri- 
fle, an Uzi sub-machinegun, and a 
handgun, a spokesman said.

bad shape. Deputy Premier Ylgael 
Yadin complained about cuts in the 
Project Renewal budget lor poor 
neighbourhoods, and Yosef Burg, 
the Interior Minister, asked 
Ironically whether the Treasury ex- 
pects him to have less prisoners in 
the country's jails or, alternately, 
less prison guards. 

So, when Levy raised his 
proposals with Begin' a backing, the 
ministers were happy to endorse 
them. 

According to the cabinet decision, 
and assuming" that the levy will be 
an extra 10 per cent of the income 
tax last year, persons who earned 
1832,000, or about 181,730 & month 
after tax will have to pay an extra 
151,127 in the coming months. Per- 
sons with annual earnings of IS 50,- 
000 last year will have to pay an ex- 
tra 182 , 180 ; and those with earnings 
of IS80.000 will pay 158,985. 

Companies will pay a flat extra 10 
per cent on all tax paid the previous 
year. 

Not all the economic experts in- 
vited to Friday's cabinet meeting 
were enthusiastic about Levy's 
proposal. Both Ya'acov Ne’eman, 
director general of the Treasury, 
and Zvi Sussman, deputy governor 
of the Bank of Israel opposed it 
Prof. Ezra Sadan, head of the 
Treasury's Economic Planning 
Authority, was also not too happy 
with the proposal. 

Other Treasury experts predicted 
trouble with the Hiatadrut, but 
Begin said the levy affects those 
with high earnings and there- is no 
reason to expect Hiatadrut 
demands for more pay a a a result. 


Ne'e man then objected ’again, but 
Begin silenced him saying that the 
levy does not mean raising Income 
tax since it would be imposed only 
once. The premier then noted that 
tiie Treasury officials were there as 
economic experts only. It was the 
cabinet, he said, which decides, 
while the economists' job is to give 
advice. 

Labour and Social Affairs 
Minister' Israel Katz also had little 
praise 4 for Treasury experts. In 
meetings of the economic cabinet 
Katz said. Treasury experts bom- 
bard the ministers with figures and 
estimates, while the ministers 
without any experts of their own, 
cannot check or refute the Treasury 
data. 

This attack met with & sharp 
rebuke from Finance Minister Hur- 
vitz who accused Katz of attacking 
the cabinet from within as former 
deputy finance minister Yehezkel 
Flomin did from without by 
spreading rumours of draconian 


measures planned by the Finance 
Ministry. 

Complaining against cuts In in- 
dustrial retraining projects at 
time of relative unemployment, 
Katz accused the Treasury at not 
doing enough to levy taxes on 
wealthy persons and bodies. For ex- 
ample. he said, the Treasury is not 
tough enough in ensuring that large 
companies pay taxes deducted 
from their employees' wages within 
seven days. The average delay In 
delivering these taxes, he said, is 
three weeks. He also attacked the 
Inventory Relief Law, which he 
said, allows companies to pay only 
two per cent tax — less than that 
levied on those eligible for 
minimum pay under law. . 


Thom to meet Begin and Palestinians 


Post Diplomatic Corr e spondent 
The European Economic Com- 
munity's (EEC) special Middle East 
envoy, Gaston Thom, will meet 
with Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin and with prominent Palesti- 
nian leaders during a two-day visit 
to Israel, beginning tomorrow. 

This is Thom's second visit to 
Israel and is part of the Middle East 
fact-finding mission, set up by the 
EEC leaders In Venice in June. He 
will have a working session with 
senior Foreign Ministry officials on 
Tuesday morning, followed by a 
meeting with the premier. 

Thom's, meeting with Palestinian 
leaders will be held in East 


Jerusalem — either at the British 
consulate, or at a hotel. Holland, 
which represents Thom's country, 
Luxembourg, in Israel, does not 
have a consulate in East 
Jerusalem. 

Among the figures expected to 
confer with the European 
statesman are Bethlehem's mayor 
Elias Freij, former Jordanian 
minister Anwar Nusselbeh. EI- 
Bireh's mayor Ibrahim Tawil and 
Gaza’s mayor Rashad a-Shawwa, 

According to an Israel Radio 
report last night. Thom will meet 
separately with pro-Jordanian and 
pro-Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion leaders. 


Pro-Iranian gunmen fire rockets 
at U.S. embassy building in Beirut 


BEIRUT (UP I) . — Pro-Iranian 
gunmen fired two rocket-propelled 
grenades on Friday at the seven- 
storey U.S. Embassy building 
which Is located on the Mediterra- 
nean beachfront In the 
predominantly Moslem quarter of 
West Beirut. 


The embassy offices were empty 
when the two shells hit the third and 
fifth floors at 9.10 p.m., ripping 
holes in the wall but causing no 
casualties or fire. 

The embassy backs on the 
grounds of the American Universi- 
ty. Police said the firing came from 
the direction of the campus. A 
search of the area, however, turned 
up no suspects. 

Early on Saturday morning, a 
previously unheard of pro-Iranian 
group called the “Forces of 
Struggling Ranks "^phoned several 


Beirut newspapers to claim credit 
for the attack. 

"We demand that the U.S. take 
its hands off the Moslem peoples of 
Iran," the group's spokesman said. 

"We threaten to strike at U.S.- in- 
terests in the Middle East if the pre- 
sent American attitude towards 
Iran continues." 

In Christian East Beirut yester- 
day. a time bomb blasted apart a 
crowded bus, killing a young 
woman and an Egyptian and 
wounding 17 others. The bus 
belongs to the Christian Phalangist 
militia. 

It was taking on passengers in the 
largely Armenian neighbourhood of 
Dora, which is controlled by the 
Christian Phalangist miHH« No 
one has claimed responsibility for 
setting the bomb, but a Phalangist 
spokesman said he suspected 
Palestinian elements.

A major drop In the price of 
equities last week followed 
rumours of possible changes by the 
Treasury, including imposing a tax 
on index-linked bonds and a capital 
gains tax on share profits. Thqre 
was also talk of stricter regulation, 
or even abolition, of certain resi- 
dent foreign currency accounts. 

On Sunday, dubbed "Flomin 
Day" because of MK Yehezkel 
Flomin's prediction of major 
changes In Treasury regulations to 
coincide with the changeover to the 
shekel. 87 Issues fell by margins of fi 
to 10 per cent. Thirty of these issues 
found no buyers, and were 
designated "sellers only," dropping 
in price by the mandatory S per 
cent. 

Sunday also saw large offerings 
of bank shares for sale. These in- 
cluded ISi.zm. of IDB shares, 
TS2.6m. of Mizrahi. IS4.6m. of 
Danot. and IS l.4m ; worth of FUJI 
shares. All but FTBI fell ln value by 
as much as S per cent. 

Buyers returned to the scene on 
Monday, either because of classic 
Investor amnesia or lessened fear 
of the possible Treasury changes. 
Industrials led the rise with gains of 
4 to 9 per cent. Total trading tur- 
nover fell from Sunday's ISl06.8m. 


to just over IS82m. 

On Tuesday, the last day of the 
trading week shortened by tbe 
hoi idays , the share market was 
mixed. Industrial Issues gained, 
and the Index-linked bond market 
regained some of the strength lost 
earlier In the week. 

The Israel shekel was devalued 
by less than 1 per cent In relation to 
the U.S. dollar. According to com- 
mercial bank sources, the Bank of 
Israel acted as a stabilizing force in 
foreign currency trading. 

Today Is the second and last day 
that orders are being accepted for 
the first Israel Maritime Bank 
public financing Issue- Foreign in- 
vestors may place their orders in 
foreign currency. 

This week's trading will be 
shortened to only two sessions on 
the Tel Aviv Stock Exchange. On 
Tuesday and Wednesday, banks 
will be closed to facilitate the 
changeover to the shekel. The ex- 
change will be closed on Thursday, 
the last day of Succot. 

Stock market observers an- 
ticipate the resumption of the up- 
ward trend, when trading returns to 
the normal five-day session next 
week. Meanwhile, there will be 
selective buying of shares, es- 
pecially in the volatile Industrial 
share group, the sources said.

War sets off mild decline

MK Yosef Sarid wants Attorney 
General Yitzhak Zamir to resign if 
the illegally-built home of the 
Greiver family in Gedera Is not pull- 
ed down. 

Greiver has been ordered by 
several courts to tear down his 
home, and his refusal to do so gain- 
ed national prominence when 
Gedera residents demonstrated 
against his eviction. 

Sarid, in a statement issued on 
Thursday by the Labour Party 
spokesman, claims that Agriculture 
Minister Ariel Sharon ordered the 
Israel Lands Administration, which 
owns Griever’s land, not to tear 
down the building. 

Sarid says the Israel Lands Ad- 
ministration Ignored Attorney 
General Zamir's Instructions to-; 
carry out tbe court order and tear; - 
down the house. There are no 
written instructions from Sharon 
forbidding the demolition, Sarid 
says, adding that the minister 
could, of course, deny his contention 
though Zamir himself knows the 
truth. 

Asked about Sarid's statement, 
an Agriculture Ministry spokesman 
said last night he "would rather not 
comment at this stage." 


NEW YORK (AP) . — The combina- 
tion of the Ir&n-Iraq war and rising 
interest rates has put a damper on 
the great bull market in recent 
days. 

Gold prices passed $700 an ounce, 
their highest levels since February, 
before falling back on Friday. Stock 
prices closed out the past week with 
substantial losses. 

To many Wall Street analysts, the 
big surprise was that the fighting 
between Iran and Iraq, and the 
resulting concerns about world oil 
supplies, didn't provoke an even 
more negative reaction from the 
world's Investors. 

On Thursday and Friday the 
market looked considerably less im- 
pressive, faced with some new 
interest-rate Increases. The 
Federal Reserve raised Its discount 


rate — the Interest charge it im- 
poses on loans to Its member com- 
mercial banks — from 10 to 11 per 
cent. Many of those banks quickly 
responded with an Increase ln their 
prime lending rates from 11 £ to 13 
per cent. 

With declines of 19 on Thursday 
and 15.87 on Friday, the Dow Jones 
Average of 300 industrials closed 
out the week with a net loss of 28.63. 
The New York Stock Exchange 
composite Index fell 1.02 to 7.99, and 
the American Stock Exchange 
Market Value Index was off 0.60 at 
334. 

One common explanation for the 
market’s ’ seeming indifference to 
developments like the Zranlan-Iraqi 
war is that Investigators are taking 
a long term view of things these 
days.

France could be hard hit by the Gulf war 


WASHINGTON. - France stands 
to lost more than any other In- 
dustrialized country if the war in 
the Persian Gulf continues since it 
buys more than a quarter of its oil 
supplies from Iraq. 

The Iraqi oil sent to France flows 

10 the Mediterranean through two 
pipelines to ports in Turkey and 
Syria. The northern route was cut 
by an explosion, apparently set off 
by Kurdish insurgents, and sources 
in Damascus reported yesterday 
that the flow through the southern 
route has Also stopped. 

Brazil receives 45 per cent of Its 

011 imports from Iraq, and Italy and 
Spain are also heavy customers. 
Other countries which are depen- 
dent on Iraqi and Iranian oil- 
carried by tankers through the Per- 
sian Gulf are also vulnerable 1£ the 


wnr stops oil exports for a prolong- 
ed period. 

Statistics released by the Central 
Intelligence Agency here on Thurs- 
day broke down Iranian and Iraqi 
exports to industrialized countries. 

• France has been buying 27.1 per 
cent of its oil from Iraq. 

• Japan was getting 11.1 per cent 
of its average dally consumption, or 
588,000 barrels, from Iran earlier 
this year plus 7.3 per cent, or 378,000 
barrels, from Iraq. 

• Britain gets 8.1 per cent of Its 
average dally consumption, or 130.- 
000 barrels, from Iraq and 1.1 per 
cent, or 18,000 barrels, from Iran. 

■ West Germany has been buying 
6 per cent, or 195,000 barrels a day, 
from Iran and an Insignificant 0.3 
per cent, or 8,000 barrels, from 
Iraq. 


But even lr Iranian and Iraqi oil 
stopped flowing for some time, the 
effect would be softened by two fac- 
tors: oil already loaded into tankers 
would continue to arrive for a few 
weeks, and oil stocks are generally 
high this year, providing some, 
cushion against a shortage. 

The U.S. could be indirectly 
affected if an oil shortage became 
severe enough, and prolonged 
enough to trigger oil-sharing 
measures under the International 
Energy Agreement, to which the 
U.S. adheres. 

Under this agreement, a nation 
suffering a shortfall in imports 
equal to 7 per cent of its consump- 
tion can ask for help, and the 
group’s governing board can decide 
on. measures, which could Include 
some sharing of available oil 


supplies. 

But U.S. Senator Frank Church, 
emerging from a briefing with top 
officials of the administration of 
U.S. President Jimmy Carter, said 
neither the U.S. nor Its. allies face 
any Immediate energy problem. 

"If the war is confined to the pre- 
sent battlefield along the borders of 
Iran and Iraq and the Straits of 
Hormuz remain open for the 
passage of oil, then the situation 
poses no grave threat to the U.S. or 
the Western world," Church said. 


But he said It would be dangerous 
if the war were to spread. In all, 
more than X8 million barrels of 
crude oil move through the Straits 
of Hormuz a day — roughly 60 per 
cent of the world's oil trade.

Baghdad residents, reporters face war 


BAGHDAD. — The signs of war are 
headlights painted blue, placards 
telling you to stay out of the 
elevators, tbe stillness of a whole 
city that only a blackout can 
produce. The mood of Baghdad is 
serious, yes — but worried, no. 


entry-ways. Air raid sirens split the 
morning silence, the wail of am- 
bulances and fire engines signalled 
injury and destruction, maybe 
death. 


The air raid Is the paramount 
fear. Airstrlkes tend to come 
around dawn or dusk, so Baghdad's 
morning rush hour tends to come a 
bit later, and the Journey home 
starts a bit earlier. 


But two hours later It was' as if 
nothing had happened. 

Even with the air raids, it Is war 
at a distance, and the people of 
Baghdad have yet to feel its 
massive impact. 


At dawn on Thursday, for the 
third time in four days. Iranian F-4 
Phantom jets zeroed in on 
Baghdad, bombed Its already clos- 
ed airport, and tried to rocket its 
local gas refinery at Doha to the 
east. 

Baghdad's residents dashed for 
cover, running Into and down 
sidestreets. diving into protective 


It is moat noticeable at night, 
when Baghdad goes black. By order 
of the government neon signs are 
doused. At home, lights are hidden 
behind tightly drawn curtains. 
Residents of hotels find themselves 
using cigarette lighters to guide 
themselves to the bathroom. The 
blackout has, with astonishing 
rapidity, come to be a way of life. 

Modern war is not complete 
without a swarm of accompanying 


journalists, and this one is no 
different. 

Foreign Journalists converging 
on Baghdad to cover the war have 
turned Its only luxury hotel Into a 
20th century Tower of Babel. 
Indeed, the hotel Is located about 
100 kins, north of ancient Babylon, 
' site of the tower. 

The major problems facing the 
reporters is a shortage of telexes 
and telephones and the irregular 
performance of the equipment that 
the Iraqi authorities have managed 
to install. Since Iraq has only in the 
past few months opened its gates to 
foreign journalists, it has not been 
able to cope with the sudden influx 
brought on by the war. 

For most reporters In Baghdad, 
"covering'' the war amounts to 
rushing to their hotel balconies to 
watch Iranian fighters bomb and 
strafe the city. (UP I, AP) 


Reagan, Carter run neck and neck

WASHINGTON (Reuter). — The 
US. presidential campaign reaches 
its half-way point next week with 
President Jimmy Carter and 
Ronald Reagan nearly level both tq 
nationwide polls and in most of the 
biggest states. 

With four weeks of bitter, 
invective-filled campaigning done, 
and just over five weeke left until 
the November 4 election, the situa- 
tion has changed remarkably little 
since the autumn campaign opened 
officially on September 1. 

Neither the Democratic president 
nor his Republican challenger has 
anything like a majority of public 
support. Both hover in the 35 to 40 
per cent range in opinion polls, with 
Carter slightly ahead in some and 
Reagan in others. 

Independent candidate John 
Anderson still commands for- 
midable swing-vote support, ap- 
parently helped by his appearance 
in last Sunday's televised debate 
with Reagan. 

Some Anderson aides concede 
that victory would be a miracle. But 
he has Inched back into the 19-20 per 
cent popularity range by taking 
votes away from Carter, and he 
could throw such crucial states as 
New York, New Jersey and Califor- 
nia to Reagan. 

Major issues have failed to 
dominate the race, though 
Americans have enough to worry 
about in this election year: infla- 
tion, recession, defence and a 
widespread feeling that the U.S. haa 
lost respect and power in the world. 

Instead, attention has been held 


chiefly by name-calling among the 
candidates, heated personal ex- 
changes that make for catchy 
headlines and sharp, colourful 
television news items. 

In the past week, one Carter- 
Re agan squabble about who had 
called whom a racist was succeeded 
by another about allegations of war- 
mongering. 

Opening a drive for victory in 
Reagan's home state of California, 
Carter said in Los Angeles that the 
voters' decision might well decide 
"whether we have peace or war.” 
Reagan, who is now wooing votes In 
Carter's native South, reacted by 
calling this remark beneath decen- 
cy. 

He tried to turn the war-peace 
issue his way by blaming Carter for 
the loss of Iran as a strong, stable 
ally and saying that Carter's weak 
policies were partly responsible for 
the Iran-Iraq war. 

The exchange provoked angry 
comment even from Anderson, who 
had been avoiding the slanging 
matches between what he called 
“two tarantulas in a bottle, stinging 
each other." 

This time, angered by Carter's 
refusal to Join in last Sunday's 
Baltimore campaign debate, he 
jumped in on Reagan's side. 

"The president's implication that 
he is the only candidate for peace is 
self-serving — and I use the word 
advisedly — demagoguery," he 
said. 

Anderson, who is still trying to 
find a bank loan to finance his cam- 
paign, said the constant focus on 
Carter-Re agan squabbling left him 


feeling “like the little kid on the 
block who's being Ignored while the 
two bullies go at each other." 

Reagan seemed to have the sym- 
pathy of leader writers and political 
pundits, too. Many accused Carter 
of dirty tactics in the "warmonger" 
and "racism" rows. 

The president seemed undaunted. 
He went on to revive charges that 
Reagan would hit the elderly by 
making social security pensions 
voluntary — a charge Reagan 
denies. 


The latest Louis Harris poll put 
Re agan ahead by 42 to 36 per cent — 
his best showing — among those 
who watched the Baltimore debate. 
Anderson had 19 per cent. 

But the debate drew only about 
half Its potential audience because 
of Carter's absence. The Harris Poll 
of those who missed the debate gave 
Carter 40 per cent. Reagan 39. 
Anderson 16. 


It seems doubtful there will be 
any more debates this year. Reagan 
has rejected an invitation to debate 
with Carter alone in the next round, 
saying it was the president's turn to 
take on Anderson. Carter, on the 
other hand, says he wants Reagan 
alone first. Anderson has been given 
no say in the matter. 

All three men scheduled wide- 
ranging travels again this week to 
battle for states that hold huge 
blocks of tbe 270 electoral votes 
necessary to win the presidency. 
These include New York and Texas, 
where polls rate Carter barely 
ahead, and California, where he is 
gaining'. 


‘Gang of Four’ on trial soon 


PEKING (Reuter). — China’s 
"Gang of Four." including Jiang 
Qing. widow of Mao Tse-tung, will 
go on trial shortly, the chief public 
prosecutor said yesterday. 


The New China News Agency 
quoted Huang Huoqing as saying six 
other people would be tried with the 
four radical leaders arrested after 
Mao died in 1976. 


He told a parliamentary meeting 
that the 10 were members of two 
"counter-revolutionary cliques of 
Lin Blao and Jiang Qing.” 


Lin Biao was Defence Minister 
and heir apparent to Mao during the 
cultural revolution. He is officially 
said to have died in 1971 in a plane 
crash while fleeing to the Soviet 
Union after a failed attempt at a 
coup. 

The 10 defendants named by 
Huang, including other "Gang" 
members Zhang Chunqlao, Yao 
Wenyuan and Wang Hungwen, rose 
to power under Mao's patronage. 

Huang said a special court would 
be set up to handle the case because 
of Its serious nature. 


Floods sweep over 4 Mexican states 


MEXICO CITY (AP). — Heavy 
tropical rains have flooded rivers in 
four states and caused a mudslide in 
Acapulco that killed three people, 
officials said. Floods forced 
thousands to flee their homes to 
higher ground and four persons 
were reported missing. 

The government said the 
military, under a special national 
defence plan, sent food, medical 
supplies and troops to the stricken 
areas. 

Hardest hit were the states of 
Chiapas, Veracruz, Oaxaca and 


Guerrero, the Red Cross said. The 
four-day storm washed away 
numerous bridges in those areas. 

Authorities said prompt evacua- 
tion of peasants to higher ground in 
the affected areas saved untold 
numbers of lives. Many homes and 
businesses were washed away, the 
Red Cross said, but there has been 
no official estimate of damages. 


In the southern state of Chiapas, 
bordering on Guatemala, tbe storm 
washed out telephone com- 
munications and burst two dams. 


Pravda assails West’s role in Poland 


MOSCOW ( APj . — The Soviet dally 
newspaper Pravda again attacked 
the West in yesterday's editions for 
allegedly "stepping up" in- 
terference in Poland and for con- 
tinuing efforts to provoke "anti- 
Sociaiist" upheavals there. 


The article followed by a week a 
similar attack -carrying the same 
byline. "Alexei Petrov." which 
usually reflects the thinking of top 
Kremlin leaders. 


Pravda accused the West of seek- 
ing to "drive a wedge into 
i Poland's! relations wiUi Uie frater- 
nal states of the Socialist com- 
munity" and of pushing Poland 


"from the Socialist path." 

The article stressed that Poland's 
borders are "guarded by the united 
might of the states which are 
members of the Warsaw Treaty," 
suggesting that the entire alliance 
would join to defend Poland's place 
in the bloc. 

- The article made no mention of 
the new independent trade unions 
organized In the aftermath of the 
strikes, nor of its leader Lech 
Walesa. But observers here 
speculated that the new Soviet 
demonstration of displeasure was 
prompted by the growing success of 
the independent line taken- by the 
unions. 


U.S. officials urge plutonium hike 

WASHINGTON 


IUPI). - In a 
significant change in U.S. policy, 
top administration officials ap- 
proved on Thursday a plan for the 
U.S. to increase production of 
plutonium for use in nuclear 
weapons. The Hew Tarle Times 
reported yesterday. However, 
President Jimmy Carter will have 
the final word on the matter. 

The Time* said State Department 
and arms-control agency officials 
opfinse increased plutonium prodyc- 
tl'/n on grounds it would undercut 
US. erforts to curb the spread of 
nuclear weapons.

CIA memo says:

CHICAGO (AP). — U.S. civil rights 
leader Jesse Jackson demanded an 
apology on Thursday from the 
director of the Central Intelligence 
Agency and asked for an investiga- 
tion of how a secret CIA memo 
labelling him a Libyan agent was 
leaked to the news media. 

"I am demanding an apology 
from CIA Director Stansfield 
Turner, an explanation from 
National Security Adviser Zbigniew 
Brzezinskl, an Investigation by the 
Justice Department and a copy of 
the memo containing the ac- 
cusations." Jackson said. 

Jackson was referring to a memo 
published in tbe Atlanta Constitu- 
tion earlier last week. The memo, 
passed from Turner to Brzezinskl 
on March 31. claimed that both 
Jackson and President Jimmy 
Carter's brother Billy were special 
oil brokers for Libya. 

Jackson made the demands at a 
news conference at the head- 
quarters of Operation Push — Peo- 
ple United to Save Humanity, the 
Chicago-based civil rights 
organization of which he is presi- 
dent. 

Jackson said the memo was 
"totally without foundation.” 

"I am not an agent of Libya or 
any foreign government or this 
government. I am an advocate of 
Black business," he said. 

Jackson acknowledged that be 
wrote a letter to the Libyan em- 
bassy in Washington, encouraging 
Libya to do business with Wallace 
Oil Company, a Black-owned firm. 
But. he said. "Wallace Oil Com- 
pany has a right to do business with 
Libya just like Exxon and Texaco. 1

Bednarova, whose sons Jan and 
Jiri appealed publicly for her 
release last Thursday, has lost 20 
kilograms — one-third her normal 
weight — since being sentenced an 
subversion charges in October 1979, 
they said. 

The sources said it was not clear 
whether the 93-year-old journalist, a 
signatory of the "Charter 77" 
human rights manifesto, was being 
released unconditionally or will still 
have to complete her three-year 
sentence after she recuperates. 


U.S. admits brush with

WASHINGTON (AP). — The U.S. 
Defence Department acknowledged 
on Thursday that there were "con- 
tacts" earlier this month between 
U.S. and Libyan aircraft off the Li- 
byan coast, but said they did not 
provoke any military incidents.

THE IMPORTANCE of the Vienna 
meeting In enhancing the PLO 
cause cannot be overestimated, 
Arafat referred to it as “a. 
breakthrough in our contacts with 
European countries." The PLO's 
diplomatic offensive in Europe was 
clearly bringing results. The en- 
counter with Krelsky conferred a 
high degree of respectability on 
Arafat. What undoubtedly made 
Austrian recognition a particular- 
ly sweet victory was that it was 
achieved without PLO concessions. 

What Is even - more perplexing 
than Krelsky 's role In the visit are 
the Chancellor's personal attacks

against EM me Minister Begin. Such 
behaviour, without parallel in the 
relations between friendly and 
democratic countries, bave led 
many Israelis and not a few 
Austrians to question Krelsky's 
sincerity in becoming involved In 
the conflict In which Austria has no 
discernible interest. Some explain 
the remarks of Krelsky — himself a 
Jew — as a form of Jewish self- 
hatred. Others view them as oppor- 
tunistic, a way of toadying up to the 
PLO and to win over extreme right- 


wing elements at home, of which 
there are not a few. In the recent 
presidential election in Austria, the 
neo-Nazi candidate polled a respec- 
table 140.000 votes, or 6 per cent of 
the total. 

Yet relations between Austria and 
Israel are very good. Continuing 
gains have been registered in such 
Important areas as trade, tourism 
and scientific and cultural ex- 
changes. There are, In addition, 
mutually beneficial ties between 
Austrian trade unions and the 
His tad rut, which go back quite 
awhl' 2 . None of these developments 
could get far without the approval of 
Krelsky, who calls the shots in Im- 
portant foreign policy matters. One 
should also remember the 
humanitarian role Austria has 
played for over a decade in assuring 
the safe transit of a quarter of a 
million Jews from the Soviet Union 
to Israel and the West. 

IT WOULD be wrong to assume that 
a large majority of Austrians sup- 
port Krelsky's Middle East policies. 
There appears to be a considerable 
body of public opinion that Is un- 
comfortable with his 
pronouncements on the PLO. A 
recently published public opinion 
poll showed that 31 per cent of the 
people back Israel and only 0 per 
cent support the Arabs. Israel has 


many friends within the trade un- 
ions, the Catholic Church and the 
universities. 

It also enjoys considerable sup- 
port within ihe Austrian People's 
Party, the leading political opposi- 
tion party. Ludwig Steiner, chair- 
man of the party's foreign affairs . 
bureau, has taken Krelsky to task 
for (what he -considers) his pro- 
Arab stance. As a neutral state with 
essentially European Interests. 
Austria should not be on the Middle 
East's political front line. Steiner, 
who has held key posts In the 
foreign ministry, argues that by 
supporting Palestinian self- 
determination, which runs counter 
to Israel's vital interests, Krelsky is 
encouraging hopes that cannot be 
fulfilled. 

There is little chance that the 
political opposition could mount a 
successful challenge to Krelsky's 
Middle East policies. The 
Chancellor has a broad base of pop- 
ular support and the economy, un- 
like that of the rest of Europe, la 
strong with employment running 
high and inflation low. Foreign 
policy matters, moreover, axe of lit- 
tle moment to the average citizen. 
There Is every reason to assume 
that Bruno Krelsky and his Mid- 
East policies will continue to be 
around for some time to come.

‘Unwitting Judas’ 
goes home

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carrying with him the mystery of 
whether he had deliberately expos- 
ed Sorge and his spy network. 

Arrested for Communist activity 
- in June 1942. Ito not only confessed 
his own membership of the party, 
but also apparently spilled the 
names of other members, including 
a Japanese woman who had lived in 
Los Angeles and then returned to 
Japan. The police picked up the 
woman's closest contact, who broke 
a leg In an attempt to kill himself by 
jumping from the window of the 
building where the police were tor- 
turing him. 

Finally, armed with all the 
names, the police roused Sorge 
from his bed and arrested him. to 
the shock of the German am- 
bassador, whom Sorge had dutiful- 
ly served as press officer while 
writing for a German newspaper. 

Writer Hotsiikl Ozaki is con- 
vinced that Ito revealed more than 
just one name. Ozaki is the younger 
half-brother of Hotauml Ozaki, a 
brilliant Japanese journalist who 
served as Stage's most trusted con- 
federate — and was the only other 
person Hanged itfthe c&ae. OzakT, 
disputing the -description of Ito- as 
an "unwitting Judas,” called him 
“the living Judas” in his hook about 
the case. . 

The younger Ozaki, watching Ito 
confront a mob of reporters on Ills 
arrival at Japan's international air- 
port at Narfta, said he was "disap- 
pointed” at Ito’s obvious efforts to 
remain silent. 


"If the crucial points of the scan- 
dal remain unknown," said Ozaki, 
"it will reflect very badly against 
Ito." 

IN FACT, many Japanese believe 
Ito may have been forced to reveal 
all his secrets to the Chinese long 
ago. Within two years of his arrival 
in Peking, while he was in charge of 
a Jap ones e-language radio station 
beaming propaganda broadcasts to 
Japan, he was arrested and pur- 
portedly questioned by a top 
member of the Japan Communist 
Party. 

Next, the party newspaper, 
Akahata, published in Tokyo, 
revealed Ito's expulsion from the 
party and denounced him as “the 
moat heinous traitor and the enemy 
of the people and the party." The 
paper charged that for years Ito 
had been "collaborating with Im- 
perialists and selling comrades to 
the American reactionary force by 
leaking out party secrets." 

The real story, in the view of 
many Japanese, is that Ito func- 
tioned as . an agent first for Die 
Japanese police and then for 
American occupation authorities 
while Working his way up in the 
hierarchy to .the party's politburo. 
Although he was arrested during 


the war, he managed to avoid harsh 
treatment — and may have told still 
more while In prison. 

To the Chinese Communists In 
1953. Ito's betrayal of a Soviet spy 
ring, deliberate or not. would 
doubtless have appeared as 
betrayal of the entire Communist 
cause, since China and the Soviet 
Union were still on good terms then 

SO HIGHLY VALUED were 
Sorge's services that the Kremlin 
posthumously named him a hero of 
the Soviet Union. Busts of Sorge are 
still on display In Moscow, and he 
has been portrayed on a Russian 
postage stamp. 

The reason for such recognition Is 
that Sorge provided one report that 
may have aaved Moscow and the 
Stalin regime from destruction. 

In a coded message radioed from 
a small transmitter operated by 
smother German in the ring, Sorge 
told the Kremlin the Japanese had 
adopted a "southern" strategy — 
that is, the Japanese armies would 
overrun South-East Asia and not at- 
tack the Soviet Union. 

Realizing he faced no Japanese 
threat, Stalin withdrew most of his 
forces from the Far East and threw 
them against the Nazi armies then 
on tiie outskirts of Moscow and 
besieging Stalingrad. 

Far whatever he did to destroy 
Moscow's spy network here, Ito is 
believed to have paid the price In 
the form of torture and years of toll 
in remote regions of north-west 
China. Japanese .officials say the 
. Chinese . Jlnalljr decided to let Mm 
go asa "goodwilfgeoture” towards 
3 JnpSnese authorities, who leanfecT 
only two months ago that he was 
still alive.

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China worries about 
disillusioned youth

AMID LURID Chinese neswapaper 
stories of "female and male 
hooligans in tight-fitting clothes, 
cuddling licentiously, while others 
with garigster-llke habits roller- 
skated and danced in the corridors 
of a hospital," a nationwide discus- 
sion has arisen on the meaning of 
life for China's disillusioned youtb. 

A recent edition of China Youth 
News carried a confession from a 
23-year-old woman which has 
brought 30,000 letters from readers 
eager to comment on young Pan 
Xiao's admission that “Life for me 
has lost all Its mystery and attrac- 
tion... Life, you have bared your 
vicious and ugly face. Is this the 
mystery you have for me?" 

Maintaining that since her 
childhood she had dedicated herself 
to a Communist future, Pan Xiao 
wrote that the tumult of the 
Cultural Revolution had caused her 
to lose hope. 

The People's Daily said that dur- 
ing the Cultural Revolution, "the 
younger generation went through 
tremendous suffering." Their 
notions about Communism and the 
nation's future shattered during 
“the turbulent 10 years’* (1968-70).. 

Many youngsters, the- paper 
notes, have abandoned hope. Accor- 
ding to the paper, the young have 
seen their, heroes, models of 
behaviour and aspiration, "struck 
down one after another and turned 
.Into 'ghosts and monsters.* " 

More hopefully, the report adds 
that “like children who have hurt 
themselves,** youngsters now can 
"tell their troubles to mummy" — a 
reference perhaps to the party; a 
distinct change, it points out, from 
■four years ago. when letters Mice 
Pan Xiao's would have landed the 
writer to jail. 

One ofthe main ways but of their 
despair for the disheartened young, . 
according to the People’s Daily, is a 
“life of material pleasure." Racy. 


reports from around the country 
detail the juvenile debauchery 
Which has shocked the traditionally 
staid Chinese. 

In' an open letter to Shanghai 
youth, a Communist cadre in 
Hangzhou has pleaded for more 
decorous deportment from visitors 
to his city's West Lake, a 
celebrated beauty spot. 

“Along the lakeside I saw young 
men and women speaking the 
Shanghai dialect and wearing 
bizarre dress," writes the scan- 
dalized cadre. “Some of the young 
men and women were klsaing 
against trees along the lake and 
others were embracing 1 and necking 
on benches... Their conduct was so 
mean and disgusting as to spoil 
other people’s fun." 

Farther away In Jilin, the local 
radio recently reported a new type 
of dance racket, which has brought 
a number of factory workers who 
charged admission to the un- 
savoury entertainments before tiie 
courts. 

The accused invited — or 
“seduced," according to the radio 
— ■ 43 workers to an "illegal" dance. 
After the dance, held in a tiny room 
and enlivened by taped "decadent 
music," the participants "would 
mingle and sleep together to the 
same place." The report summed 
up: "This so-called family dance Is 
not at all a proper recreational ac- 
tivity for the masses-" 

Pornographic music, obscene 
dances, tight clothes, sun-glasses 
(especially when worn Indoors with 
the foreign labels still on) have 
been spotted In Jilin at gatheringe 
of hundreds of people, the radio 
says, which have "harmed socialist 
ethics.” 

As a consequence of vigorous 
public demand the (lances have 
been banned, and the dancers 
"criticized and educated." 1

FROM THIS MONTH, customers at 
Brittany branches of the French 
Credit Mutuel Bank will be issued 
with bilingual cheques In which it 
will be legal to use the local Breton 
dialect. 

While It may be a drag to write 
out Daou lur ha daou-ugent Instead 
of q uar ante deux francs, that is a 
minor consideration In relation to a 
significant victory in a 440-year war 
to maintain regional languages. 

The cheques are the first positive 
sign that an upsurge In interest In 
regional languages has passed the 
sentimental, cultural and political 
stages and caught up with the most 
powerful Impetus of all — 
economic. 

Apart from the Basques, whose 
nationalistic Identity spills over Into 
Spain, the Bretons have probably 
made the most progress In whittling 
away the Impact of the Vlllers- 
Cotterets Edict of 153S that Imposed 
French as the universal language. 
But their success is taken as a good 
omen for the revival of all of 
France's seven regional languages 
which also include Oc in south-west 
France, Catalan in the eastern 
Pyrenees, Flemish around Dunkirk, 
Corsican and Alsatian. 

IT TOOK until 1974, amid a 
background of terrorism, before the 
state officially recognized Corsican

and allowed It to be taught in schools 
like Breton, Basque, Catalan and 
Oc. But Alsatian, spoken by 1.5 
million people. Is still considered, 
like Flemish, only a variant of a 
foreign language and has no 
educational status. 

After long, post-war battles, 
Breton, Oc, Basque and Catalan 
were accepted as optional courses 
in schools. Now 22 new laws to en- 
courage the teaching of patois have 
been tabled In parliament. 

Although President Valery 
Glacard d'Estaing la one of the 
fiercest defenders of centralized 
government, rejecting any regional 
administration, he supports popular 
sentiment hi which opinion polls 
show that 72 per cent of French peo- 


ple want local dialects preserved. 

His policy Is largely based on 
accepting that attempts to stifle 
regional differences have always 
encouraged violent separatist 
movements. The kings used 
.authoritarianism, but by the end of 
the Old Regime only a quarter of the 
population spoke French. Napoleon 
tried even harder to "destroy this 
diversity of unacceptable idioms”, 
and under the Third Republic, when 
universal education was in- 
troduced, schools carried notices 
forbidding children “to spit and 
, speak patois.” 

Although Frederic Mistral, who 
wrote in Provencal, was awarded the 
Nobel literature prize, patois was 
still officially discouraged by Presi- 
dent Charles de Gaulle, whose 
political party saw dialects as a 
threat to national unity. 

IRONICALLY, television and radio 
have provideed the most important 
impetus in the revolution of at- 
titudes as the state broadcasting 
monopoly refuses to give more than 
a few minutes & day to regional 
languages. This has shaken the con- 
sciousness of local people, par-, 
ticularly in Brittany, where 1,200 
children took their baccalaureat in ' 
Breton this year, compared to 15 
nine years ago.

Special Traffic Arrangements in Jerusalem and Approach Roads on Tuesday 
September 30, 1980, on the occasion of the Jerusalem March. 

Under the authority vested in me by Regulations 17 and 18 of the Traffic Ordinances and 
pursuant to Sections 17 and 18 of Order No. 389, made under- the Transport Law (Traffic 
Arrangements) (Judea and Samaria), 1970. 

I hereby advise the public of the following special traffic arrangements in accordance 
with the request of the Jerusalem March Command and the Israel Police: On SeDtember 
30, 1980, traffic restrictions and parking prohibitions will apply on the approach raods to 
Jerusalem and in Jerusalem, In accordance with the following details : 

A. In Jerusalem — Closing of Roads 

1 . From 8.30 a.m. until conclusion of the March, traffic will not be permitted on the 
Derech Hevron highway, from the Talpiot branchoff (Egged terminal) to Jaffa 
Gate. Alternate traffic will be along Derech Belt Lehem. Alternate local bus 
traffic from tbe Bethlehem precinct will be along Derech Mar Elias, Zur Bahir, 
Ras el Amud. 

2. From 10.00 a.m. no traffic will be permitted on the Derech Hevron highway, from 
the Talpiot Egged terminal until Jaffa Gate, and from there until Kikar Zahal ; , 

3. From 1.00 p.m. no traffic will be permitted on the Derech Hevron highway, from 
Kikar Navon to Jaffa Gate and along the length of Rehov Yafo to Kikar Nordau. 

4. From 12.30 p.m. no traffic will be permitted on Sderot Shazar and Sderot Ben-Zvi, 
from the Sderot Herzl junction until Kikar Ben-Zvi, 

B. Parking Prohibitions 

1. The Binyenei Ha'ooraa parking area will be cleared of vehicles and closed for 
parking purposes from 1.00 a.m. on September 30, 1980. 

2. Parking will be prohibited in all the above closed traffic lanes, and any vehicles 
parked there will be towed away by the police. 

C. Public Transport 

Changes and cancellations in public transport have been necessitated by the March. 

Hie Egged bus service will issue appropriate notices in this respect. 

D. Judea and Samaria 

The following roads will he closed to traffic : 

Z. Hie Hevron- Jerusalem road from the Halhul junction to the Daheisha quarry will 
be closed to traffic between 3.00 a.m. and 10.00 a.m. 

. Alternate traffic will be via Said, Tehoa, Beit Sahur, Ras el Amud, East 
Jerusalem. 

2. Traffic will not be permitte d in the town of Beit Jalla along the main road from 
atop Beit Jalla to the Derech Hevron junction, between 6.00 a.m. and 10 a.zn. 

3. Traffic will not be permitted along the boad running from the Batir-Husan junction 
to El Kadr, between 5.00 a.m. and 10.00 a.m. 

4. The Jerlcho-Jerusalem road, from the Jericho ( Almogl junction to Maale 
Adumim (town area), will be closed to traffic between 3.00 a.m. and 9.00 a.m. 
Alternate traffic will be along the Bika and Dead Sea roads. 

5. The Hiumeh road, from the Maale Adumim junction to Anatot, and the Ram all ah 
road junction, will be closed to traffic between 3.00 a.m. and 11.00 a.m. ' 

6. The Atarot-Latrun road, from the Ramailah-Atarot junction, until the Givon junc- 
tion,- and from the Ram all ah junction until the Jerusalem airport (Atarot), will be 
closed to traffic between 3.00 a.m. and 9.00 a.m. 

Note: The RamaU ah-Jerusalera and Ramallah-Latrun roads will be open to traffic as 
usual. 

As a result of the above road closings, public transport will resume operations from these 
areas In Judea and Samaria only when the roads are reopened to traffic.

Boxer Owen 
still comatose 


LOS ANGELES. — Boxer Johnny 
Owen of Wales, unconscious since 
he was knocked out by Lupe Pinto a 
week ago, underwent brain surgery 
again on Friday and his vital signs 
were stable, according to a Califor- 
nia hospital medical centre 
spokeswoman. 

Owen had a three and a half hour 
operation to "relieve cranial 
pressure," according to hospital 
spokeswoman Robin Reid. 
Afterward, he was reported as be- 
ing "deeply comatose." 

Owen, challenging Mexico's Pinto 
for the World Boxing Council 
featherweight crown, suffered a 
brain clot when Pinto knocked him 
out with a left uppercut in the 10th 
round of their fight at the Olympic 
auditorium on September 19. 

In Winnipeg, Manitoba, a Cana- 
dian federal task force on boxing 
was told more competent officials 
are needed ringside at boxing 
matches to recognize symptoms of 
head injury, and stop fights where 
necessary. 

"I know from watch Lig boxing on 
television that there are signs and 
symptoms that If I was there I'd be 
very concerned about," said Gwen ' 
Bergeron, president of the Cana- 
dian Athletic Therapists Associa- 
tion. "Yet they are allowed to con- 
tinue to fight." 

Hie task force has been given a 
mandate to examine all aspects of 
amateur and professional boxing in 
Canada. 

Meanwhile, odds on the world 
heavyweight championship fight 
between champion Larry Holmes 
and Muhammad All, which opened 
several . weeks ago with Holmes 
favoured by a 5-2 margin, have 
narrowed to 9-5, Las Vegas 
oddsmaker Gary Austin said. 

He said All's self-confidence and 
bragging had an effect on lowering 
the odds on- the fight set for Thurs- 
day. 

And the World Boxing Council 
said in Mexico City on Thursday 
that it will decide today whether to 
grant permission for a title rematch 
between welterweight -champion 
Roberto Duran and Sugar Ray 
Leonard, whom he beat for the title 
June 20 in Montreal. (AP, UPI)

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Eire in the Gulf 

THERE IS, it seems, nothing like a little war, especially In the 
Middle East, to illuminate, In a flash, the oppressive murk of in- 
ternational politics. 

It is nearly a week now since Iraq escalated its "border dis- 
pute” with Iran Into a full-fledged war of aggression, in the 
course of which it has already acquired some goodly chunks of 
Iranian territory. The launching of the war was Immediately , 
preceded by the unilateral scrapping of the 1075 frontier treaty 
binding the two countries, and by firm assurances from 
Baghdad that Iraq would not launch war against Iran, and had 
no ambitions concerning Iranian territory.' 

This is still Iraq's position: that it has no claim on Iran — ex- 
cept for what it asserts is duly Iraq’s own territory. 

Although the boastful military communiques on both sides 
need not be taken too seriously, it is clear that damage to both 
life and property has been extensive, on both sides. The 
favourite targets in this mostly air war are the oil installations: 
the mutual destruction of the Iranian and the Iraqi oil industries 
appears to be In progress. 

Iraq, as expected, is coming out as top-dog from the 
wreckage. If nothing is done to leash it in time, its bark will soon 
be law throughout the Persian (to the Arabs, Arabian) Gulf 
area, and a grave menace far beyond. 

To have made this possible may be counted the Ayatollah's 
biggest crime of all. For while holding on to the late shah's 
grand pretensions to regional leadership, he has methodically 
divested his country of the material means of keeping them 
alive. Few outside Iran will greatly deplore the humiliation to 
the Khomeini regime; but few, too, will loudly cheer the 
resulting ascendancy, through aggressive war, of that slightly 
deodorized but still foul dictator, with potential nuclear 
capability, Saddam Hussein. 

Only the blind, or the mad, could fail to appreciate the threat 
implicit in Iraq's rise, under Saddam Hussein, to a position of 
| hegemony over the world's biggest oil exporting area: the 
i threat to future oil supplies, to regional stability, even to world 
peace. Tet so far, not a finger has been lifted to even push 
i through a cease-fire. 

At the UN there has been some anxious hand wringing. But 
since this is a Moslem family quarrel, as it were, in which, in 
any case. An Arab country attacked a non-Arab land, interven- 
1 tion is not considered a matter of urgency. Certainly, there is 
: not going to be any nonsense this time about the inadmissibility 
of the acquisition of territory by 'war. 

Moscow has appealed for- a truce, but not for any Iraqi 
withdrawal: the Russians may be neutral, but plainly on Iraq's 
side. They are only worried by the service the war between two 
rabidly anti-Zionist countries is rendering to “the imperialists 
and the Zionists.-' 

: Washington appears to be genuinely neutral, which President 
Sadat thinks scandalous, but there is a reason. It is not simply 
that the U.S. has no present obligations to either Iran or Iraq, 
but that American policy has been geared to blocking Soviet In- 
trusion into the area. In large measure with the help of Israeli 
concessions. The Iraqi challenge, springing from within the 
region, but for reasons that have nothing to do with Israel, 
caught the Americans flatfooted. 

Paris, on the other hand, appears to know precisely where Its 
interest lies. The French have found this the right time to supply 
Iraq with the promised quantity of enriched uranium “for 
peaceful purposes." To underline the message, Premier Ray- 
mond Barre explained that Iraq was “merely" seeking to 
retrieve territories ceded to Iran back in 1975. TTiat makes the 
.war right. 

So on It goes, this self-serving Iraqi jihad against the 
homeland of the Islamic revolution, backed by a large number 
of Arab countries, notably some of the more "moderate" ones, 
with most of the rest — and the rest of the other Moslem lands as 
well — at best offering support for the ludicrous “mediation" 
mission headed by Pakistan’s dictator Zia ul-Haq. The purpose 
of the mission, needless to say, is to persuade Iran to bow to the 
inevitable. 

Israel, plainly, has no favourite to choose between the two an- 
tagonists. But there is an issue of principle on which this country 
might usefully make Its stand clear.

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HELPING THEMSELVES 


AN INTERVIEW I had with State 
Comptroller Yitzhak Nebenzahl a 
year ago on the subject of the 
Political Parties Financing Law in- 
cluded the following exchange: 

Question: "Isn’t It strange that 
even the technical amendments you 
have proposed, which would be to 
the parties' own good, have not 
been adopted by. the Knesset?” - 

Answer: "They don't dare to pick 
out the raisins from the cake. 
Once they amended the law on any 
point, they might be forced to act on 
the major recommendations, too." 

Since then, the Knesset has 
shown that Dr. Nebenzahl' a con- 
fidence In its respdet for the opinion 
of the Israeli citizen, If not in Its 
own inherent decency, was mis- 
placed. Just before the House rose 
for Its summer recess on July 80, 
the parties not only picked the 
raisins from the cake but revamped 
the whole recipe. 

THE LAW of I97S did two things: it 
provided for state financing of the 
parties’ campaign and year-round 
expenses, and it limited the amount 
of non-state funds they might ex- 
pend. 

The two aspects of the law are 
complementary. The parties, in 
order to qualify tor the state boun- 
ty, must accept restrictions on their 
independent fund-raising. And the 
state, in order to justify the imposi- 
tion of controls on such Independent 
financing, - makes most of that 
superfluous by opening its own 
coffers. 

This Integral connection between 
the two aspects of the law was clear- 
ly understood by Yiarael Kargxnan, 
then chairman of the Knesset 
Finance Committee. 

State financing, he said at the 
time, would free the parties from 
their dependence on business firms, 
wealthy Individuals, and .public or 
HIstadrut bodies. But it was the 
limitations set on party fund-, 
raising and its subjection to the 
oversight of the state comptroller 
that gave "moral force to our ask- 
ing the public for state financing." 

EARLY ON, Nebenzahl called 
attention to two gigantic loopholes 
in the law. One is that the term 
"political party" la not defined, 
which leaves wide open the ques- 
tion of the statutes of what Neben - 
zahl described as "an extremely 
broad variety of separate bodies 
that are Identified to some degree 
or other with political parties and 
advance their goals."

The second is that while the law 
bans parties from accepting con- 
tributions from corporate bodies In 
Israel, there Is no such prohibition 
with respect to. contributions from 
corporate bodies abroad.

This was in the context of 
a complaint that, the Htetadrut 
allocated funds to certain political 
parties, thus allegedly violating 
Article 8 of the law, which forbids 
parties from accepting con- 
tributions; directly or Indirectly, 
from a domestic corporate body. 

The state comptroller found that 
the HIstadrut raised money by 
appeals conducted abroad, and 
then allocated part of the proceeds 
to educational Institutions affiliated 
with political parties. Since the 
funds were not received by the par- 
ties "In the narrow sense." his 
concl usion was: _ _ 

"So long as the law does not 
clearly lay down what rule applies 
to these affiliated bodies, it could 
not be established that we have 
here a violation of the prohibition In 
Article 8." 

In each of his yearly reports since 
then, Nebenzahl has urged, the 
Knesset to ban contributions from 
corporate bodies abroad and to find 
a solution to "the cardinal 
question" of the status of party af- 
filiates. 

BUT THE MAJOR parties were 
quite content with things as they 
were, and It never seemed to occur 
to them that their failure to tighten 
up the law made a mockery of 
Kargman's glowing words about 
their moral right, etcetera. 

(Mention should be made of a 
Shlnui bill that closes the two 
loopholes cited by Nebenzahl, and 
which passed its preliminary 
reading on July 16 . But that was 
only because it was the last agenda 
Item on a Wednesday, and most 
members had already disappeared.

After years of Inaction, In June of 
this year, representatives of the 
.three major Knesset ' factions co- 
sponsored a private members' bill 
to amend the law: Yehuda Hasfaai 
and Adi Amoral (Alignment) , Hal m 
Kaufman (Likud), and Elleser 
Avtebl (National Religious Party).

The raisin was the change In the 
reporting period. Nebenzahl had 
noted the period to be covered in the 
tumna-i financial reports the parties 
were required to submit to Mm was 
geared, by law, to the election date 
(in. the Eighth Knesset, from 
February 1 on to Janury 81 each 
year and in the Ninth, from June l 
to May 31). This constituted a 
burden on the parties, which kept 
books either on a calendar-year or a 
fiscal-year basis. 

Studiously Ignoring the state 
comptroller, Hashal presented the 
bill as being a natural, almost 
routine, response to the country's 
three-digit Inflation. 

In the past three years, he said, 
the cost of living had risen by about 
400 per cent while the “financing 
unit" had Increased only by 112 per 
cent, which meant that the real 
value of the financing unit had erod- 
ed by 67 .per cent 

(In June, the financing unit stood 
at IS 17 3, 080 per MK. This means 
that if new elections had been held 
then, each party would have receiv- 
ed from the Treasury that sum mul- 
tiplied by the number of MFCs it had 


in. the. outgoing.. Knesset. And for 
current expenses, each party 
receives -a monthly allocation of 6 
per cent of the financing unit per 
MK (in June this was 138,654).) _ 

One would, never have guessed 
from Hashal's lament about the In- 
roads made by inflation on. party 
financing that in this matter the 
Finance Committee Is sovereign 
and bo legislation Is required. It was ■ 
the committee that decided a few. 
years back that the financing unit 

should be linked to 70 per cent of the

THE CHIEF RABBIS’ RULING 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Past 

Sir, — There is no doubt that the 
Chief Rabbis were technically quite 
in order to give a ruling on the 
halachic attitude to the institution 
of state evidence. They "told the 
truth," hut in view of the context, 
"not the whole truth." They 
omitted to add that there were 
many other aspects of the secular 
law that do not conform to halacha 
particularly In the field of evidence. 
Women are disqualified, so are 
close relatives, so, very often, la a 
single witness; but these 
differences have never disturbed 
even the most pious Tora scholars 
in Israel from applying to the 
secular courts to settle their dis- 
putes. 

The chief rabbis omitted to men- 
tion that, in money matters as dis- 
tinct from ritual ones (such as 
marriage, divorce, kashrut, etc.), 
the halacha recognises the validity 
of the social consensus, even where 
this deviates from halachic norms, 
they have the power and duty to 
draw their own conclusions, not

necessarily based on the accep- 
tability at the evidence, but on their 
own assessment of all aspects of the 
case. ^Indeed, this is exactly the role 
of state witness ' — to -provide the 
judge with non-normative material 
on which to base his . final judge- 
ment. • 

In the delicate context of the 
current policy- inquiry, amidst the 
background of communal, religious 
and political tensions. It would cer- 1 
tainiy have been more In keeping 
with the best traditions of h alacha 
to refrain from making public 
statements, which might be ml* 
construed. Religious authorities do 
not usually display such indecent 
haste in delivering rulings. Indeed; 
how many times have they been 
criticized for their reluctance to 
deliver clear, unambiguous and 
prompt rulings? They have 
justified their reluctance on 
grounds of public interest and "the 
fear , of handing down religious 
rulings.” These have to be dtapena- 
ed sparingly and only when ab- 
solutely necessary. -
